The campus president and 
city leaders discuss Prop.

Long Beach leaders stood at the steps of the 
Walter Pyramid yesterday to discuss how Gov. 
Jerry Brown’s tax initiative would affect not 
only schools but also the city itself. 

_ “We believe as partners it is our job ... to in- 
form everyone of these consequences, whether 
it’s a negative vote or a positive vote,” Presi- 
dent F. King Alexander said. 

Alexander was one of the speakers taking part 
in the advocacy effort for Prop. 30. Other speak- 
ers included Long Beach City College Superin- 
tendent-President Eloy Oakley and Vice Mayor

Robert Garcia. 

“We understand that Long Beach is an ed- 
ucation town,” Garcia said. “There will be a 
$75 million cut to our local economy. That is 
just something that our people cannot bear.” 

If Prop. 30 does not pass, the Cal State 
University will also face a $250 million trig- 
ger cut, and Cal State Long Beach’s share of 


_that cut will be $21 million. Prop. 30’s pas- 


sage, however, would maintain state funding 
already allocated to the CSU in the state’s bud- 
get for higher education. 

Alexander said if Prop. 30 passes in November, 
CSULB will avoid shrinking its class catalog. 

“We'll keep 2,000 classes, number one,” 
Alexander said. “Number two is that we won’t 
substantially be reducing enrollment. And that 
doesn’t impact our current students as much as 
it impacts our students coming in.” 

According to Alexander, CSULB has been 
one of the most efficient colleges in the nation.

The ‘49ers Vote’ campaign 
looks to catch up in 
registering students.

With 12 days left before the voter registra- 
tion deadline, Cal State Long Beach is still 
3,450 students short of its registration goal of 
4,900 student voters. ; . 

The ‘49ers Vote’ campaign kicked off a few 
weeks ago and since has registered about 1,450 
students to vote. Associated Students Inc. 
President John Haberstroh said he didn’t feel 
like the ASI Senate was being active enough 
in their voter registration drive as well as ad- 
vocacy for Proposition 30. 


“We voted on a resolution to support Propo- _ 


sition 30 and increase voter registration on 


campus, and the amount of effort I’ve seen has 


been disheartening,” Haberstroh said. 

Gov. Jerry Brown’s tax initiative, Prop. 
30, is a measure on the November ballot that 
would trigger a $250 million cut to state fund- 
ing for the Cal State University system if it 
does not pass. 

Allison Gallagher, secretary for city affairs, 
said she feels that the goal to register 3,450 
more students is still obtainable and that as the 
Oct. 22 deadline approaches, the number will 
increase exponentially. - 

“1 don’t think students are fully thinking 
about the elections just yet, so they are still- 
kind of hesitant to register,” Gallagher said. 

ASI will still be able to register more stu- 
dents on its biggest voter registration day, the 
“Hot Dog Let’s Vote” event on Oct. 18 from 
11 a.m. to 1 p.m. on the commencement lawn. 
The first 600 students to come out will get to

chow down on a free hot dog while 
learning about the upcoming elections. 

In the meantime, students can pick 
up voter registration applications at 
information tables located on campus 
this week and next. Applications are 
also available in the ASI office, accord- 
ing to Gallagher. 

In 2011, the ASI Senate passed a 
resolution creating Lobby Corps, a leg- 
islative board that represents CSULB 
on local, state and federal levels. The

board’s responsibilities also include co- 
ordinating state and federal voter regis- 
tration drives on campus. 

Senator David Rose said he has been 
on campus for six years‘and he barely 
remembers the general election of 2008. 

“Lobby Corps is a fairly new organi- 
zation, and I feel like it is making a differ- 
ence on campus,” Rose said. “ASI is reg- 
istering students to vote and getting out, 
there and participating in advocacy ef- 
forts, so it’s hard to say that we are doing 
bad. I feel like we’re doing really well in 
comparison with the previous election.” 

About 75 percent of eligible voters in 
Los Angeles County are registered to 
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vote, in comparison with 83 percent in 
Orange County, according to the Sec- 
retary of State website. While the per- 
centages are fairly high, there are still 
some 6.5 million eligible Californians 
who are not registered to vote, accord- 
ing to Secretary of State Debra’‘Bowen, 

Although voter registration is en- 
couraged on campus, students can still 
register online through the Secretary of 
State website, www.sos.gov/elections/ 
register-to-vote. Californians can also 
pick up voter registration applications 
at the local library, U.S. Post Office, 
Department of Motor Vehicles or the 
county elections office.

Taking on even more cuts to the system 
would only bring down the quality of edu- 
cation offered to students, he said. 

“There is a modest tax increase,” he 
said. “We are already closed for Janu- 
ary in trying to handle [the previous 
budget cuts.]” 

According to Oakley, it remains 
unclear whether the money will go 
straight towards classes or teachers. 

“We know for certain where the 


money is not going to go if Prop. 30 
fails,’ Oakley said. 

Alexander also said the proposition 
will not add funding towards schools, 
but passing the proposition will pre- 
vent the entire school system, including 
K-12, from being hammered with cuts. 

Associated Students Inc. President 
John Haberstroh said that ASI is working 
to increase awareness of Prop. 30 among 
students by holding registration booths 
and publicly supporting the proposition. 

“We are heavily involved in voter 
registration efforts and about telling 
people what’s going to happen if [Prop. 


30] fails,” he said. “We want to moti- 
vate them in a way that makes them 
want to vote.” 

Haberstroh said he hopes students 
will be aware of the fact that less class- 
es will be available and tuition will go 
up next spring if Prop. 30 does not pass. 

“Making up $21 million in abundance 
is quite impossible if you want to main- 
tain quality and affordability;” he said. 
“Tt will be a dark day on the university.” 

Students can register to vote on cam- 
pus until Oct. 22 and on campus voting 
booths will be available on Election 
Day to those registered in the area. 
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The self-defense 
program instructs 
women on how to 
stay safe.

With the help of University Police, 
a program is teaching women that they 
can survive anything, even the attacks 
of a sexual predator. 

Rape Aggression Defense (RAD) 
aims to empower women by teach- 
ing them they are capable of pro- 
tecting and keeping themselves safe. 
The self-defense training classes are 
generally offered once a semester to 
women in the Cal State Long Beach 
community. 

According to the CSULB police 
website, RAD is an international pro- 
gram that demonstrates realistic self- 
defense tactics and techniques for 
women of all ages and abilities. It is 
a comprehensive four-week class that 
begins with awareness, prevention, 
risk reduction and avoidance, and pro- 
gresses toward the basics of hands-on 
self defense training. 

“Once you graduate from RAD, 
you’re a lifetime member,’ CSULB 
Detective Ami Rzasa said. ““You must 


- keep your manual, but you can come 
back and refresh your skills anywhere 
- the class is taught.” Z 


Fighting back with RAD 


Rzasa said rape is the least reported 
crime in the United States, making it 
difficult to track the number of rapes 
occurring throughout the country. 

A National Institute of Justice 
study, which used student self-reports 
instead of crime reports, found that 
about 3 percent of all college women 
become victims of rape or attempted 
rape in a given nine-month academic 
year. 

“TRAD] helps develop a women’s 
self esteem,” Rzasa said. “We teach 
women to use their god-given talents, 
and we let them use those gifts to the 
best of their ability.” 

The instructors encounter some ob- 
stacles when teaching women how to 
protect themselves, according to Rzasa. 
One obstacle is teaching women to be 
aggressive because television and other 
media display women as. gentle and 
quiet people. 

Also, some women in the program 
find it hard to believe that 95 percent of 
sexual assault cases are committed by 
someone close to the victim, according 
to Rzasa. 

“Tt’s hard to imagine that someone 
you love can inflict that kind of damage 
to a loved one,” Rzasa said. 

Rzasa said women should take the 
course so they may become more 
aware of their surroundings. The cur- 
rent semester’s class is already under- 
way, but another is scheduled to take 
place on Feb. 18, Feb. 25, March 4 and 
March 11.

psychologist, said. She suggested a 
few stress relief options, such as hav- 
ing movie nights, going to the gym or 
simply spending time with friends.
